Music Dy Telegraph. 

Elisha Gray, of Chicago, well known in 
the electric telegraph world, has succeeded, 
almost beyond his own anticipations, in 
perfecting an instrument which will convey 
Bomid by electricity over an unbroken eur- 
rent of extraordinary length without the 
aid of automatic repeaters. In the ordi- 
nary transmission of messages over tele- 
graphic wires to points at a long distance, 
a message is generally rejieated by auto- 
matic working instruments about every 
500 miles, in order to renew the current of 
eleetricity. Mr Gray 'has transmitted 
sounds, which were distinctly audible at 
the receiving point, over an unbroken cir- 
oiiit of 2400 ' niiles. It is one of the 
greatest discoveries made since the early 
days of Morse.

The Z>«nsiari Times in its last issiis has 
something to say touching the Wakatip 
Commonage,' concerning which we lately 
had a little discussion with tbe fTaialip 
Mail. . The remarks made by the Times 
on the subject proper are not of sufficient 
importance, to warrant us in wasting our 
space replying to them. They bring for- 
ward nothing new, and what is advanced 
as a reason for conserving the commonage 
has be;n advanced on previous occasions, 
in other papers, and in a much more able 
manner. We' strongly suspect, in fact, 
that the remarks, of the Times are put for- 
ward not: so .much from,' any desire to do 
battle on behalf of the Wakatip residents, 
(the Writer must 1)6 surely aware that the 
Mail is competent for that task,) as from 
a wish to have a “ fling” in a small way at 
its friend the Cromwell Argus. Wa 
make it a rule to allow no one to touch us 
with impunity, but really we are getting 
somewhat tired of the Sisyphean task of 
teaohiig the Times to behave with some- 
thing like a show of good manners when 
referring to other journals. The job has 
to be done, however, and we shall endea- 
vour to do it as briefly as possible, 

The Times had a perfect right to an- 
nounce to its readers that the Goldfields 
has everything to win and nothing to lose 
by the abolition of Provincialism, although 
the fact is capable of considerable dis- 
cussion, but it was overstepping the bounds 
of decent criticism when it presumed to 
imply that this journal bad become an 
exponent of Provincial Government opi- 
nions, and to imply, (as an apology, we 
suppose, for our remarks to tbe Mail on 
that score,) that w a were forced to deny 
the soft impeachment lest, forsooth, “ our 
interests should be seriously damaged,” 
and ■we should forfeit our dignity. -What 
can tbe Times mean J . Surely it must be 
aware that so far from injuring our inte- 
rests, the very opposite would be tho c-ase, 
were we^' in a position to aunounce our- 
selves as published under authority. To 
the Mail we explained that such ■was not 
the case, and the Mail courteously accepted 
our statement on the matter. The Times, 
however,'' is moved by a different spirit, 
and coolly insinuates, nay declares, that a 
certain item of news which lately appeared 
in our columns was " only put forward as 
a ‘feeler.”' After our remarks in a pre- 
vious issue, are we going too far in saying 
that this is simply a piece of journalistic 
impertinence 1 We think not. 

. Rather more than a year ago, we had 
occasio'n to gently rebuke the Dunslan 
Times for iutrodiioing into, the discussion 
of a subject the name of the supposed 
writer of any article with which it had oc- 
casion to differ; and its behaviour in that 
respect ever since ha.s been so exemplary, 
that we thought a “perfect cure" had been 
established. Not so, however, The op- 
portunity for dragging in the Goldfields 
Secretary,- or, to use plain English, to 
make a point against Mr MAcKeLi.AR, was 
too tempting to be foregone, and his name 
(through that of his office) wiis dragged in 
ahoDidingty’.

way bf.refor(uation, and, to TomoTO awy 
'tenhptatioii to offend again in' this twpec|i 
from its 'pail), we propose In futube to 
publlsh tbe namei pft the' writers to whom 
we are indebted, if the Tma* is willing to 
a^pt a similar courae. ' v Jlfioh writer's 
.name shall appear nppanded ito the article 
which he contribufea. , If. the jDunaton 
Times can pluck up^ourage to. adopt this 
simple 'method of avoiding such a gross 
broach of journalistic etiquette as is in- 
volved in alluding to the Supposed contri- 
butors to any papeir, ■ let it show its assent 
to our proposition by' publishing the name 
of the writer of its next leader in-its next 
issue. We shall inquire -eagerly for our

tuted body formed at the Wakattp to champion 
tub conservatiem of the 170,000 acres of com- 
mouage, four are publicans, two etorek^pers, 
one a restaurant keeper, one a glngerbeer manu- 
facturer, one a gardener, and one a miner. 

One of the chimneys in the Golden Age 
Hotel caught fire yesterday afternoon about two 
o’clock, and for gome time excitement reigned 
in that neighbourhood. The fire-bell having been 
rung, quite a crowd collected very quickly, and 
among them the Captain, Lieutenant, and a few 
of the members of the newly-formed Fire Bri- 
gade; In connection with the chimney itself, 
there was no occasion for their services, but the 
fiames having been communicated to the wood- 
work, whence they burst out through the wall 
above the flre-plaee, for nearly half an hour 
eeveral of the members had pretty hard work in 
extinguishing them. This, as the flames had no 
hold to epeak of, was only a work of time ; but 
it was a fortunate thing that the occurrence took 
place in the day-time, and not at night, else in 
all probability a very serious and extensive con- 
flagration would have had to be Kcorded. 

The Arrow Ohstreer contains the follow- 
ing particulars in reference to tbe accident 
whereby Mr Hallenstein had his leg broken : — 
“ On Tuesday morning a buggy accident occurred 
on Patterson’s Hill, whereby Mr Bendix Hal- 
lenstein was eevetely injured, and other occu- 
pants more or less hurt. Mr Hallenstein was 
driving Mrs Arndt and child together with her 
maid, from Thu'rlhy Domain to Arroivtown to 
catch the coach for Cromwell, and on ascesdihg 
the steep incline known as Paterson’s Hill, the 
horse, a rather spirited animal, took fright at 
some object near the roadway — said to have 
been, , a .wheelloarcow left by a roadman — and 
commenced backing down the hill, towards a 
dangerous culvert. Ur Hallenstein sprang out 
to secure the horse’s head, bat too late to save 
the trap, which went over the embankment, 
without, however, doing much damage to the 
occupants, although M re A rndt was thrown out 
with some force. On recovering herself, that 
lady foun'l Mr Hallenstein lying bn the road 
helpless, he having most unfortunately broke hie 
leg in jumping from the trap. Mrs Arndt im- 
mediately went to the residence of Mr 'W, 
Paterson and obtained assistance, when the in- 
jured gentleman was conveyed to the house, and 
the Doctor sent for.- . , . ■ . This accident 
should act as a warning to roadmen to carefully 
put their tools out of view from the road. It is 
wonderful that serious evils have not before re- 
sulted from this cause, as we have oi'ten no- 
ticed that road parties seem to delight in having 
the whole plant with which they work displayed 
on the roadside, althongh they almost daily see 
horses shieing or jibbing at sight of them.” 

Sergeant Smith, of the Police here (says 
the Oamaru Times), dropped upon a man who 
has been wanted a long time, a day or two ago. 
While looking at the new skittle alley at the 
•Swan Hotel, the Sergeant noticed a man for 
whom he thought there had been anxious en- 
quiries, and accosting him by name, was met 
with a ready reply. The man's name was 
Burleson, and a warrant was issued for his ap- 
prehension some nine years ago for stealing a 
draft for £190 at the Teviot. About that time 
the Sergeant had a two days’ ride in quest of 
his man in vain, to find him at last in the acci- 
dental way above noted. Burleson was immedi- 
atelv arrested, and has, we hear, since confessed 
to the crime with which he is charged. Burleson 
has, since levanting from New Zealand, been in 
business in Sydney as a baker, but with that fa- 
tality which seems to attend breakers of the law, 
returned to the scene of his misdoings only to 
fall into the hands of the Philistines. 

The following Auckland telegram (dated 
October 7,) which we take from a Dunedin ex- 
change, is explanatory of the item of news in 
our telegraphic columns relating to tbe .Auckland 
murder case : — “ The Supreme Court was occu- 
died to-day with the charge of wilful murder 
against Charles Dyer, an old Pakiri settler. The 
evidence showed that the deceased, Elixabeth 
Battersea, prisoner's niece, cohabited with him. 
She was a poor, broken-down, wretched crea- 
ture, scarcely able to walk unassisted. Tbe 
prisoner is a powerful man. They lived on very 
bad terms. On the morning of Battersea's 
death, the prisoner was heard to threaten to 
“roast her alive." In the afternoon he was seen 
to carry her, with her clothes all blazing, to the 
creek near their house, throw her in, and then 
drag her out in a fe.irfully Imrnt and dying con- 
dition. She afterwards died. When arrested, 
the prisoner said she had knocked her bead 
against a kerosene can, which spilled over, and, 
striking a match accidentally, set fire to her 
hair. A constable who visited the house prior, 
to the occnrrence deposed that the kerosene can 
was in the same position and contained the same 
quantity after the prisoner’s arrest os before the 
ocrurrenoe. The oil was spilled all round where 
deceased sat, hnt not on the jiarts covered by 
her dress. Tt is alleged the prisoner threw the 
keresene can over her, then set lire to her dress, 
and. afterwards carried her out and threw her 
late tihe clre^” 



The Wakutip Mail unclerstends that 
several tenders have been sent bn for the per^ 
formance of tlie mail service kptwesu.Qaeens- 
town and Clyde, and further learns that some nf 
these tenders aie.at a very low rate, ami calcu- 
lated upon the basis of a two-hoi'$e bO'ach's&vme. 
The Mail hopes that tbe post-office authorities 
wilt,’ in dealing with the tenders, secure an 
efficient performance of tbe mail contract, which 
it thinks can hardly be rendered by a two-horse 
service.

been "dppoiutod. Some of the apjdioaiils are 
known to buth, — iiotsl ly Mr W. l lrilfishn, 
who served on a Board of Ibrectory at St 
Batlians with.tho pi'cseni Gliairmaii of the Car- 
riek Range Water Company, having Iwen 
•elected out of 'a hundred shareliiilders ; end who 
also lately served on the Board of Directory of 
the Carriok Water Rade. He is a man who 
takes a lively interest in public affaire, and in 
Whom great confidence is placed. Ho was re- 
quested to apply,' and got tho promise of some 
of the directors to support him ; principally the 
( hairman, I believe, who promised not to oppose 
him, but not only failed to fulfil hie promise, but 
actually gave his casting vote against him. The

Sir, — 1 f one thing has been balked about more 
than another in this district since the last mee’ • 
ing of the Garrick fkinge Water Race director."', 
it has been their action re the appointment of a 
working manager. I believe m.ire interest was 
taken in this than in the Provjncia! election, at 
least this side of the Kawarau. The formation 
of so large a race is a giaantic scheme for a district 
such as this to undertake. It ia a thing that all 
have an interest in, either directly or injlircotly. 
Tlie success of our district depends greatly on 
the siiocestful completion of this mce ; hence the 
great interest taken in the appointment of a man 
to superintend the completion of this important 
work. Keeil I say, their choice has given gene- 
ral dissatisfaction and discontent. It may be 
asked, Why ! I will endeavour to explain. In 
the first place their choice has fallen on an entire 
stranger, a man who never probably saw the 
water r.ace or the district, one who has no in- 
terest in either, and therefore cannot be expected 
to look to its successful completion so much as 
one having interest in both race and district. A 
stnanger is more likely to look after his five 
pounds per week, or study tke interests of the 
individuals who put him in office. It is im- 
probable that he would object to put on men re- 
commended by them ; nnd I pity Good Templars, 
who stand a small chance of being recoramendeil 
by sown of them. Another great disadvantage 
a stranger wilt labour under, is his non-acquaint- 
ance with the woiking men who are likely tn 
ask for work. The number of ghares that will 
be taken up in this district depends to a great 
extent on the energy anil popularity of the 
manager. People will naturally say to them- 
selves, “Perhaps this man ia not capable of 
carrying on tho work sncoossfully, and 1 might 
only he throwing money away.” 

As a shareholder, I do not feel inclined to take 
more shares until I know something of how the 
thing is likely to bs m.anaged, Ther.: is no doubt 
it will be said that the St. B.athans shareholders 
bad a right to be considered, having so large an 
interest. I grant thi.s, hnt I thi"k both the in- 
.teresls of shareholders here and of those at a 
liijtiia&te wiAild h%Ve been fitly ccinffidered, had 



MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 



The adjourned regular ■ meeting of tho 
Town Council was held on Tuesday evening 
last, the 6th instant. Present : the Mayor 
(MrD. A- Jolly), Ora Shmly, Hayes, Grant, 
Taylor, and Wright. 

The minutes of tho previoUB meeting were 
read and confirmed. 

The inward correspondence was read and 
received, and the outward read and approved 
of, but none of it was of special interest. 

On the motion of Or Taylor, seconded by 
Cr Hayes, it was agreed to pay Mr Andrew 
Wood the sum of £1, for fixing a syphon in 
Sligo-itreet. An account presented by Mr 
Wood for extra labour was not recognised. 

Mr J. R. Cowan forwarded his resignation 
as Corporation solicitor, and thja was ac- 
cepted. 

The report of the Finance Committea 
having been read and received. 

It was agreed that Mr Cowan's account ba 
paid, leas £6 5s. retaining fee. 

Mr A. - Wood was ordered to be paid £40 
on account of his contract for forming Sligo- 
atreet, pending a report by tlie Inspector of 
Works. 

■ Two tenders for the performance of sca- 
venger’s work in the town were opened, and 
were from Messrs Baker and Taylor respec- 
tively. It was decided that neither be ac- 
cepted, but that the present contractor, Mr 
J. Baker, should be kept on until the Public 
Works Committee niake some permanent 
arrangement. 

In relation to the matter of the proposed 
Waterworks, Cr Hayes moved, and Cr 
Wright seconded, “ That Mr Barr’s expenses 
for visiting Crotnwell with a '. iew to Water- 
works scheme be ascertained by telegram ; 
also the probable exjiense of survey, plans, 
&c., as required by the AVaterworks Act." 
Carried. — An amendment by Cr Taylor, to 
the effect that the Engineer be requested to 
report to the Council regarding the sonrees 
of water supply was not seconded. 

Cr Wright moved, and Cr Grant seconded, 
“That Mr Barr’s reply be dealt with by tlie 
Mayor, Cr Taylor, and the mover. ” Carried . 

With regard to assessors, it was agreed to 
advertise for applicants to undertake the 
task of assessment. [We direct attention to 
an advertisement elsewhere on the subject.] 

The question of the disposal of the reserve 
next the Council Chamber then came on for 
discussion. , , ■ 

Cr Shanly moved, and Cr Taylor seconded, 
“ That the reserve between Mr Colclough’s 
residence and the Council Chamber be leased 
by auction, -^tho up.set price to be £1 per 
foot per year,— for a term of ten years, in 
such frontages . ,as may be settled by tlio 
Public AVorks Committee.” Carried. 

The matter of the application by the Fire 
Brigade for a grant-in-aid’ was taken into 
consideration ; and £10 was agreed to bo 
devoted to that purpose. 

In aocordance_ with section 331 of ■ tha 
Municipal Corporations Act 1867, it wax re- 
solved to appoint Mr G. M. Starkey to ba 
Inspector of the Brigade. The Brigade had 
made a further application to be allowed to 
use the vacant piece of ground beside tho 
Council Chamber, but. as the Council had 
now decided to- lease it, the Brigade were 
ordered to bo notified of that decision. 

Debentures as. required by- the Water- 
works Act were ordered to be procured with- 
out delay from one of the Dunedin litho- 
graphere. ■ 

Legal proceedings, it was resolved, should 
be at once ins,titnted against all defaulting 
ratepayers. 

Cr Grant moved, and Cr Shanly seconded, 
“That the Town Clerk write to the Gold- 
fields Secretary, urging upon him the de.sira- 
bililyof taking definite steps to proclaim tho 
proposed commonage.” Carried. 

A vote of thanks to tlie Mayor terminated 
the meeting.
